DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-34 and 36-47 are allowed over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a measuring device for simultaneously 
measuring a displacement of multiple locations on a target relative to a reference having 
optics for configuring a light beam as first and second differentiable beams portions^and 
a first and second position sensitive detectors to intercept first and second images 
respectively, created by simultaneous incident of the first and second beam portions at 
first and second locations on the target to provide output information representative of 
the displacement of the target at the first and second locations as claimed in 
independent claim 1 . 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a measuring method having steps of 
splitting a light beam into first and second differentiable beam portions, intercepting first 
and second images created by simultaneous incidence of the first and second 
differentiable beam portions with first and second position sensitive detectors,and 
analyzing a output signal to calculate a desired z-height distance measurement from the 
two locations on the head suspension relative to a reference as claimed in independent 
claim 32. 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a measuring method having steps of 
splitting a light beam into a plurality of differentiable beam portions, detecting images 
created by simultaneous incident of the plurality of differentiable beam portions on a

target using a plurality of position sensitive detectors and analyzing an output of the 
plurality of position sensitive detectors due to locations of the detected images on the 
plurality of position sensitive detectors to calculate a desired distance measurement 
between the target and the reference as claimed in independent claim 47.
